House Beautiful calls it a “recurring 
dream of Arcady ... a psychic retreat 
from complexity” and _ half-seriously 
labels it “Country Chic.” It is the back to 
nature movement that has permeated our 
homes along with granola, wheat germ, 
herbal shampoos and fruit salad 
cosmetics. 

Aside from the ever encroaching horror 
of the bicentennial, what is it that has 
changed the face of America’s interiors 
from chrome and glass to wicker and oak, 
from formica parsons tables to 
polyurethaned tree slices complete with 
bark? 

Call it the great escape, the rebellion 
against plasticity or simply a new vogue 
in interior design. At any rate, the 
rustification of the home environment is 
proceeding at a rapid pace. 

The new rhetoric extols the home as the 
last refuge against noise, pollution and 
the rising costs of entertainment; the last 
holdout of “‘personality” against a rubber 
stamp society; the great alka seltzer to 
modern living. Perhaps, psychiatrists 
would view the influx of needlepoint and 
pickle crocks as mass psychotherapy for 
our disconnected selves: seeking connec- 
tions and roots in baskets and trestle 
tables. 

Meanwhile, plant shops and vendors of 
handcrafted furniture are ready and 
waiting to help us make sure that Coke 
isn’t the only real thing in our lives. 














The Farm Look: Hayriding It to Harmony 


Whether you consider it salvation or 
chic, the return to the natural look is as 
much a rejection of the decorator as it is 
the world. The dressmaker look is dead; 
the relaxed look is in. As one interior 
designer recently told a fashion industry 
audience in New York, “you can park 
your bike in a natural room.” In fact, it 
may be the only safe place to park it at 
all. 

Heavy formal fabrics have been replac- 
ed by canvas, cotton, handwovens, batiks, 
gingham and patchwork; day-glo colors 
by neutrals such as stone and oatmeal; 
walnut and teak-veneered furniture with 
natural wicker, rattan and planked oak. 

Current ideas for interiors also run to 
“uncovering” architecture and furniture. 
According to all reports, we’re replacing 
draperies with macrame and plants; 
bedspreads with quilts and matching 
sheet. Newly scraped and bleached floors 
are covered with mats of straw and hemp 
instead of shag rugs. Tablecloths have 
also bit the dust as the dining table per se 
is rediscovered. Formal linens are rejected 
in favor of handmade calico placemats 
and bandana neckerchiefs used as 
napkins. 

The line is: people are important, the 
right fork is not. Several styles of 
ironstone, flatware, pewter and glassware 
casually mix without obvious direction. 
Individual wine decanters join individual 
salt pots at the table (kosher salt, please, 
no matter it doesn’t dissolve on your food 


or gets in between your teeth). 

And, according to Vogue, the contem- 
porary house guest no longer brings the 
crystal candy dish, but straw baskets fill- 
ed with herbs and soaps and galvanized 
tin pails filled with flowers and grapes.

There are actually two sides to the 
country coin. The slick Manhattan combo 
of bare beige woods and contemporary 
lines leans toward light and space, bare 
floors with rush matting, Marcel Breuer 
cane-wood-and-chrome dining chairs 
from the Bauhaus era and kitchens of 
French tin and butcher block. 

The New Engalnd version runs to 
darker more rustic rough-hewn woods and 
a welter of clutter including old bicycles, 
butter churns, ladder back chairs and old 
and new handicrafts. 

Aside from New Hampshire barns, 
places like the Sorcerers Apprentice on 
Newbury Street are loaded with domestic 
crafts such as leaded glass, pots and 
macrame. Afloat in driftwood, fishnetting 
and trunks filled with dried flowers, the 
shop itself is a trip. Down the street at 
Buffalo Days, you can find slightly expen- 
sive but authentic Indian crafts, split ash 
and sweet grass baskets trimmed with 
porcupine quills. 

Tumbleweeds, in the Harvard Garage, 
has quilts, fabrics, fill and instructions at 
reasonable cost. In fact, the entire Garage 
is loaded with Americana crafts and fur- 
niture. And the Woodworks on Charles 
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Street has reasonable peg-on-board sec- 
tions and other goodies.

The real “star” of the natural trend is 
wood. In the search for authenticity, 
handcrafted wood furniture has filled the 
bill by providing some semblance of 
quality, reality and, when all else fails, 
warmth, in the patina and grain. 

The last few years have seen the rise of 
small woodworking cottages in many cor- 
ners of the city. With a collective sneer at 
veneer and wholesale rejection of nails, 
screws and stains, most are into tongue 
and groove, peg and dowel construction. 

If clean-cut contemporary design in 
traditional woods appeals to you, check 
out Habitat on Farnsworth Street, South 
Boston. Lynda Robinson and Monte 
Alpert work in rich, unstained woods such 
as birch, cherry and oak which are oiled 
and waxed to bring out natural grain and 
color. Habitat’s trestle dining table, a 
good example of their old world 
craftsmanship, is distinguished by some 
intricate construction, not to mention a 
$200 price tag. 

In a similar price range, Limitless 
Design, Creative Comfort and Jesse 
Graham, all of which are in Cambridge, 
have been turning out butcher block sofas 
and tables for years. These are thick 
pieces of wood turned edge grain up and 
laminated together to form a block of 
wood that is sturdy, to say the least, and 
striking as well. Jeff Gibson and Bill 

















McNamara at Jesse Graham have also 
done original work with cable spool tops, 
_ inlaying cracks and gouges with con- 
trasting wood to form intricate patterns. 

If your taste runs to the very woodsy, 
try The Knot Shop in Harvard Garage. 
Specializing in wood-as-sculpture, it is 
definitely different. Rough cuts of natural 
wood, bark and all, are stained, sealed 
and waxed to make small tables or objets 
d'art at $65 and up. Some woods are 
torch-burned to bring out the natural 
grain even more. 

For shoe-string budgets, however, coun- 
try can not only be chic, but cheap as 
well. You too can turn cable spools into 
furniture for the price of sandpaper and 
stain. Just call Boston Edison’s P.R. 
department (424-2452) to see what’s 
available. Intact spools are now being 
recycled to manufacturers, but even spool 
tops can be placed on logs, pedestals, even 
sprayed garbage cans. 

Wreckers are a‘ good resource. Small- 
paned window frames make backdrops for 
photographs, and house shutters can be 
stained and hung (or stood and used as 
room dividers or screens), shaving off 
about $50 from the cost of the new 
louvered variety. 

Horizontally braided rugs can be made 
by sewing together several striped cotton 
ruglets. Find them in dime and second- 
hand stores, or get all your friends 
together and make your own braided rug 
from discarded woolens. Like afghans, 
small rounds are made individually and 
sewn together. It’s somewhat ugly, but 
definitely craftsy. 

Old iron, cone-shaped street lamps are 
still around and can be fitted with inex- 
pensive fixings and chains and used as 
hanging lamps. Or a big industrial spool 
can be made into an oversized candle 
holder. 

Antique Singer sewing machine trestles 
make great plant bars, and when all the 
wicker baskets wind up in Bloom- 
ingdale’s, look for tin pails and 
wooden flour bins to make plant holders. 

Tool and nail boxes, circa 1910, are 
useful for storing kitchen supplies. For 
apartments with paper-thin walls, try 
staining or painting lengths of board to 
which brass picture hooks have been at- 
tached. Next secure the boards to your 
wall with molly screws. Then hammer 
long nails halfway into the boards, and 
you can safely hang all your pots without 
the wall tumbling into the sink. 


Aside from racing to the barns to buy 
up clutter for resale, some interior 
designers ask half-serious questions about 
the relationship between period reruns 
and contemporary living, between 
massive rustic pieces and the realities of 
apartment space. 

Josh DeMarco, an instructor at 
Chamberlayne Junior College, says that 
“there is no honest style today, except 
tomorrow” and feels we have -yet to 
muster up the imagination to create art 
for our time. We are therefore left with 
endless repetitions of the past. 

Nevertheless, people create illusions to 
live in, even though interiors should be a 
reflection of self, if you only know what 
that is. Keep in mind, the last time the 
Bauhaus ‘“form-is-function” mystique 
was important was right before the 
Depression.

In your search for country-style fur- 
niture and natural decorative objects, 
try The Goodfellow Catalog of 
Wonderful Things. It offers everything 
from leather-framed mirrors to 
footstools for children. 

The most unique item is a terrarium 
coffee table that looks like a giant crib 
and is made of California redwood and 
Phillipine mahogany. The three-sided 
glass cover can be removed for planting 
and watering. You design and plant 
the terrarium yourself. The inside is 
lined with fiberglass to protect the 
wood from moisture damage. This un- 
ique coffee table is two feet wide, four 
feet long and 18 inches high and is 
yours for $280. 

Another piece of country furniture is 
a $150 reclining chair that is built low 
to the floor and made of soft vinyl and 
redwood and Douglas fir. Unique trac- 
tor chairs which are reproductions of 


tractor seats are made of fiberglass and 
mounted on a center support of 
mahogany. Prices range from $46 to 
$50. Sturdy pine footstools for children 
are hand-painted in bright colors and 
cost $12. Redwood frames for either 
waterbeds or couches offer a rustic look 
for $350. 

For adornment the catalog offers 
hand-tooled, leather-framed mirrors 
some of which combine wood with 
leather. The prices range from $7 to 
$30. Hand-built ceramic planters come 
in earth tones and triangular and box 
shapes. Some have built-in mirrors. 
Prices are from $9 to $14. 

Also available are ceramic drums 
that are Middle Eastern and African in 
style, wooden chess boards, wooden 
desk accessories, hardwood looms on 
which belts can be woven, bamboo 
flutes and dulcimers made of walnut 
and spruce. 

The final touch for your dwelling is a 
kind of country incense. For $1.50, the 
catalog offers tree, flower, fruit and 
bark fragrances (from Passion Fruit to 
Persian Spice) that come in specially 
wax-dipped and sealed bottles.

And turn your apartment into a mini-forest

Creating the illusion of a dense 
forest in your apartment is not as 
hard as it sounds. Indoor trees of 
any size add life and color to 
your environment, and the 
Boston area has enough of them 
to allow you to design your own 
jungle. 


Ficus 


There is one basic type of 
plant, the Ficus, that can be 
used as a tree in your apartment. 
The Ficus needs a moderate 
amount of strong light and is 
very susceptible to leaf drop. 
“They can lose up to 50 percent 
of their leaves,” according to 
Mike Kelly of Arrowhead 
Gardens in Wellesley, “if a 
change in light or humidity 
causes the tree to go into shock.” 

Ficus trees also need a light 
misting once a week and fer- 
tilizer every six weeks in the 
summer and every eight weeks in 
the winter. Their primary growth 
is in spring and fall. Use any 
plant health food and follow the 
directions to the letter. 

Repotting of Ficus should be 
done only when the roots come 
out the drain holes in the bottom 
of the pot, or when the roots are 
visible at the top. - 

You should also use a general 
house plant spray for fungus or 
bugs once a month. If you use an 
aerosol, do not spray closer than 
24 inches because this has a 
heavy cooling effect on the plant 
and it can kill the leaves. 

Greenhouse I, 385 Boylston 
St., offers several different Ficus 


trees. According to Polly Pat- 
tison, the common rubber tree or 
Ficus Elastica Decora is the one 
easiest to care for. A starter tree 
at two-and-a-half feet costs $20, 
while an eight-foot “weeping 
fig,’’ a medium green, very leafy 
tree that should have good light, 
no drafts and water once every 
five days, costs about $125. The 
Ficus Rubignosa has four-inch 
leaves that resemble the leaves 
of a rubber tree. This darker 
green Ficus needs basically the 
same care as do all Ficus but 
does not need as much light. 
When ten feet tall, this very 
leafy tree goes for about $200. 
Another Ficus, the unusual 
Triangulata, has smooth, thick, 
triangular-shaped leaves. 

The Greenery, 83 Newbury 
St., also carries Ficus. Their 
most popular Ficus is the Nitida 
which is very full with small 
leaves. The Ficus Benjamina 
needs similar care and costs 
about $65 to $70 for a six-foot 
tree. 


Palms 


The familiar palm makes a 
pretty good apartment tree, but 
needs a lot of humidity and 
filtered light which is difficult to 
achieve in an apartment. 

The Areca is the most popular 
palm and has lots of fronds with 
narrower palm leaves. It is one of 
the cheapest palms for its height 
and costs around $30 for a five- 
footer. 

The Kentia palm is ideal for a 
houseplant. Its leaves are broad, 


and it is the most graceful of the - 





palms. But it is also the most ex- 
pensive because it is a very slow 
grower. Once root-bound, 
though, it shoots up. At the 
Greenery, a four-and-a-half to 
five-foot tree costs about $80. 

The Date palm needs good 
light and should be kept on the 
dry side. At Greenhouse I, a four- 
and-a-half foot date palm costs 
$100 and is not hard to take care 
of. In fact, the larger the plant, 
the less care it needs. 


Dracaena 


The Dracaena or corn plant is 
a good, low light tree that 
resembles a corn stalk and grows 
naturally in a forest where it 
spreads by falling over and grow- 
ing roots. The Marginata, one of 
many varieties of the Dracaena, 
is similar to a tree and has long, 
slender, pointed leaves that 
come directly out of the stalk. A 
seven-inch plant is about $2.50 
but a seven-footer with five 
stalks costs about $150. 

The Cane Dracaena or 
Dracaena Fragrans 
Massangeana has a pole trunk 
with a bush of leaves at the top 
which have a gold stripe down 
the middle. A three-stalk plant 
of about four feet costs $50. 
Another Dracaena, the 
Sanderiana, is the smallest and 
has greyish-green leaves 
bordered in white. A three-foot 
plant costs $18. 


Cactus 


Because cactus plants grow 
very slowly, they do not make

good trees. However, some large 
cactus can be found to add a un- 
ique touch to your indoor forest. 

The Greenery carries the Peru- 
vianus cactus which grows fast- 
est. It is the common ‘cowboy 
Western cactus,” according to 
The Greenery’s Scott Holman. 
“They are really handsome and 
they don’t have killer thorns.” 
They should be watered once a 
month in winter and once every 
two weeks in summer. At six 
feet, they cost $60. 

At Plantasia, 446 Harvard 
Ave. in Brookline, there is a six- 
foot Pole cactus in the window. 
With three separate trunks and 
one-inch thorns, its price is $180. 
It needs full sunlight, thorough 
watering and no drafts. 

Carter’s Cactus, Main Street 
in Tewksbury, has two-foot tall 
cucumber cactus for $10. They 
need a hot, sunny window and 
should be watered when the soil 
is dry to the touch. 


Bonsai 


A Bonsai is a plant, tree or 
shrub which is artificially dwarf- 
ed and looks like a tiny tree. 
Bonsai do not usually lend 
themselves to indoor growing 
because they need seasonal 
changes as do real trees. They 
need three hours of direct 
sunlight a day, as a general rule. 
Make sure your bonsai is an in- 
door bonsai, not an outdoor; if it 
is an outdoor tree and is kept in- 
side, it will grow itself to death. 


Albert Lake, 76 Mercury St. in 
Weymouth, usually has a wide 


| selection of bonsai. He sells to 


only the best nurseries in the 
region, he explained, because his 
bonsai are not mass-produced. 
“They’re one of the only things 
left that aren’t,”’ he said, “‘since 
a great deal of time goes into the 
making of a bonsai.” 


The best indoor bonsai is the 
Kingsville Dwarf Box tree. This 
has a tiny, cupped, oval leaf and 
looks like an old tree. A three- or 
four-inch one costs about $12 
with a six- or seven-inch one 
costing $25 to $30. Bonsai don’t 
need any sun at all but can use a 
couple hours of morning 
sunlight, with filtered light dur- 
ing the rest of the day. The 
Serissa bonsai costs from $12 to 
$18 and will have a white flower 
if left alone. But it will grow out 
of shape, so it must be pinched. 
He plans to soon have the 
Malpighia, Singapore Holly or 
Barbados Cherry at a cost of 
$13.50. 


The Greenery carries the 
Mingarailia and Chinensis bon- 
sai which cost $15 to $20 for an 
eight- to ten-inch tree. 

Arthur Eames Allgrove of 
North Wilmington publishes a 
catalog and informative 
newsletter about bonsai. Some of 
his bonsai starter kits contain 
the Japanese Boxwood, Serissa, 
Variegated Serissa, Double 
Serissa or the Malpighia which 
has holly-like, glossy leaves and 
small, wild rose blossoms. 


If you plan to gr% bonsai 
yourself, start in the lace winter 
or early spring, according to the 
World Book of House Plants. 
Choose a plant that has one stem 
and remove all side shoots as 
they form on the young tree. 
When the tree is 12 inches tall, it 
will need a six- to eight-inch con- 
tainer with room for a bamboo 
stake. Attach the tree to the 
stake with something that will 
not damage the trunk. Remove 
the main growing tip when the 
trunk has reached the size at 
which you want branches to 
form. 


Good choices for bonsai in- 
clude chrysanthemum, ger- 
aniums, ornamental pepper 
trees, gardenias, avocados, 
coleus and weeping fig among 
others. 





The Greenery carries many 





different plants that can be easi- 
ly turned into bonsai. They are 
the Japanese Black Pine, the 
Mugho pine, Junipers, and Pit- 
tosporum which has a heavy, 
wooden stem and looks wind- 
blown as if it grew near the 
seashore. With it, you can have 
an almost instant bonsai. The 
price range is $5 to $10. 


Assorted Trees 


The orange tree is a dwarf 
bush that will grow up to three 
feet and produce fruit, two in- 
ches in size, which is edible but 
not very tasty. A two-foot orange 
costs $10.95 and requires full 
sunlight, moderate watering and 
an acid fertilizer once every three 
weeks. 

The banana tree has very 
large, bronze leaves and is a very 
attractive plant. It needs some 
sun and moderate watering. 

In the spring and summer, 
Geranium and Hibiscus trees 
with red, pink, white and purple 
flowers are available. They vary 
in size from three to five feet 
with an average price of $24.95. 
The Hibiscus trees are suscepti- 
ble to aphids and need to be 
sprayed once a week. 

The Plantery, 25 First St. in 
Cambridge, carries the Pony 
Tail Palm which has a huge, 
woody bulb at the bottom where 
it can store water for a year. At 
the top are grass-like fronds 
which resemble a horse’s tail. 
For an 18-inch palm, the price is 
$40. The Plantery also has Yucca 
plants that can be used as trees. 
They have narrow leaves, need 
good light and sparse water. 

Philodendron plants can also 
turn your apartment into a 
jungle. Although they do not 
grow in the shape of trees, they 
grow very large over a wide area 
and can fill almost the space of a 
couch. The Selloum Philoden- 
dron has leaves that are one-and- 
a-half feet long. It is one of the 
biggest leafed plants and does 
not need a lot of light. A plant 
with a diameter of six feet 
costs about $35. The Split-Leaf 
Philodendron costs about $25 at 
a height of three-and-a-half feet. 
It is easy to care for and has two- 
foot leaves. 

The Schefflera or umbrella 
tree has bracks of three to ten 
large, glossy leaves. The plant is 
tolerant of drafts and heat and 
does well in apartments. The 
price ranges from 75 cents to 
$100. 

The Dieffenbachia or dumb 
cane has large, showy foliage and 
ranges in price from $1.50 to $30. 

Holman recommends that 
when you decide to repot your 
tree, you should go up to the next 
size pot, no higher. When you 
reach a 12- or 14-inch pot, prune 
the roots and completely change 
the soil. “A plant will take up as 
much room as you give it,” he 
said. Leave the tap root alone. It 
is usually located in the center of 
the roots. Trim off every other 
root cluster and also trim the top 
of the tree to compensate for root 
loss. Do not trim palms. They 
won’t rejuvenate. Soil should be 
changed every two years because 
salts accumulate from the water 
and fertilizer and can burn the 
roots. 

For fertilizer, Holman 
suggested Rapidgrow. “People 
buy a tree to keep it the same 

size so use half-strength fertilizer 
to keep the tree healthy. But this 
will prevent it from growing 
fast.” 

In addition, Holman said that 
you should turn your tree once a 
week to keep a “‘nice, full, round 
shape.” When watering, use a 
large watering can, fill it and let 
the water sit for a day. “This is 
an added bonus for your tree or 
plants. It lets the water get rid of 
chlorine gases,”’ he said. If you 
neglect your tree, Holman 
suggested that you keep it in a 
plastic pot which retains water. 
Clay pots allow plants to dry out 
faster. If you use an old pot for 
repotting, clean it and fill it with 
boiling water to kill fungus and 
get rid of salts.

To live in the North End as an 
outsider — a non-Sicilian — 
means to live the life of a resi- 
dent tourist. This colorful, 
claustrophobic little 
neighborhood has remained in 
Italian hands since around 1915 
and its secrets, and there are 
many dark ones, are inaccessible 
to outsiders, although just about 
everything else is. The markets, 
the cafes, the street life with its 
flurry of hand gestures and 
coteries of young men in plat- 
form shoes, the butchers, the 
summer festivals, the sensation 
of living outside of America and 
its cultural pasteurization — 
they are all there for everyone to 
see. The rest occurs behind clos- 
ed doors.

Two years ago, two young non- 
Italians moved into a North End 
apartment building which. had 
achieved a reputation in the 
neighborhood as something of a 
hippie haven. The landlord, also 
a non-Italian, manages several

It’s not that the North End is without 
redeeming social value, it’s just 
that our writer’s a bit prurient

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other buildings in the area which 
are largely inhabited by young 
transients. Since outside in- 
terests are represented, the 
landlord is the object of some 
suspicion on the part of the 
Italians who cherish permanence 
and their own xenophobia.

large, a rather casual life, play- 
ing music, renovating their 
apartment, enjoying life on the 
waterfront and the Cafes Dello 
Sport and Pompei. But when the 
two young outsiders began in- 
viting North End teenagers up 
from the street to join them in 
some dope and music, in general 
the building began to turn into a 
hangout for mainliners and the 
like. It’s said that big Cadillacs 
would roll to a stop in front, and 
everyone would pile out and rush 
up to shoot some junk in the lit- 
tle room on the roof which, in- 
cidentally, is a very nice place to 
get high. You can see the airport 
across the bay and, by turning 
slightly to the left, the old North 
Church and, by revolving a little 
more, all of the Boston skyline. 
But back to the two young men 
who probably weren’t into junk, 
but just blowing smoke and 
listening to records with their 
new street friends. 


After a while, the two men. 


decided to go on vacation. When 
they left their apartment, the 
same kids who shared their food 
and dope climbed up on the roof 
and down the fire escape into 
their room. Within minutes, 
they cleaned out the apartment, 
leaving nothing. 

It so happens that the Italian 
woman downstairs, the 
superintendent, saw one of the 
boys carrying a stereo down the 
stairs. It also happens that she 
knew the boy. North Enders, 
after all, are hardly strangers to 
one another. 

Her failure to report what she 
saw was certainly not the result 
of any moral shortcoming. It was 
the result of her substantially 
justified fear that if she did 
report the robbery, her own two 
sons, who knew and went to 
school with the vandals, would 
have to pay for her indiscretion. 
The laws of the land and the 
laws of conscience are like 
nothing before the unwritten 
laws of the neighborhood. 

. 


The North End is really a most 
congenial place to live as long as 
one subscribes to the vague code 
of conduct not readily ar- 
ticulated. For sure, there are 
hard and fast tenets. For in-

stance, blacks are not welcome, 
and one would be challenging 
the neighborhood’s hospitality to 
invite a black to your apartment. 
One must maintain a sense of 
decorum, a sense of respect for 
the ethnic knot.

A young married couple had 
lived happily in the North End 
for two years when, walking 
home one evening, they spotted 
several young boys attempting to 
make off with a ten-speed bike. 
It is alarming that in a com- 
munity where people tend to 
spend a lot of time at the win- 
dows of their apartments 
watching the streets, teenagers 
can so casually abscond with 
bicycles. Perhaps, the people in 
the window are actually 
lookouts; perhaps, they just 
don’t see. In any case, the cou- 
ple, non-Italians, approached 
the boys and asked them what 
they thought they were doing, a 
question one is not supposed to 
ask of a native North Ender. 
When the boys ignored them, the 
couple proceeded to commit a far 
more heinous crime. They said 
they would call the police if the 
boys didn’t stop. The boys didn’t 
stop. They went home and called 
the police. 

The next day, the couple’s 
landlord suggested they move 
out of the neighborhood. They 
now reside in Cambridge. 

~ 


In the North End, where 
women’s lib is not likely to take 
hold in any significant way, 
single females are rarely seen on 











the street, particularly at night. 
Once in a while, you will see a 
group of teenage girls huddling 
on a street corner, but this is 
rare. While the children belong 
to the women, the streets belong 
to the men. : 

The material and social 
developments that have oc- 
curred over the last few years on 
the waterfront constitute 
nothing less than a nightmare for 
many native North Enders. The 
loosening of morals is so 
dramatic that it is as if the ar- 
mies of American promiscuity 
had all landed at once on 
Sicilian beaches. Condominiums 
on Lewis Wharf go for $100,000; 
North End apartments a few 


blocks away go for $60 and $80 a 
month. Sunnyhurst Farms and 
Store 24 provide jet-setting, 
waterfront aristocrats with 
frozen ground chuck and 
souvenirs from the nearby 
Aquarium. A few blocks away 
are some of the best and least ex- 
pensive butchers in Boston. 

What is one to make of this 
travesty in which the invisible 
corruption and familial charms 
of the North End share the stage 
with the charmless and visible 
corruption of the waterfront? 
Capuccino meets freeze-dried 
coffee. On one block, women 
alone on the streets are not safe, 
if only from the wolfishness of 
men lingering outside cafes. On 
the next, single secretaries and 
dental hygienists swarm like ger- 
bils into the Rusty Scupper, snif- 
fing out new acquaintances who 
themselves are scouting around 
for new pets. 

I happen to live on the inter- 
face between these two worlds, 
located between an ethnic past 
which doesn’t belong to me and a 
fatted future of which I want no 
part. But even on this thinning 
strand between Hanover Street 
and Commercial Avenue, there 
exists a tiny neighborhood of its 
own. A block away, on the cor- 
ner, is Carl’s, a kind of truck stop 
which offers what may be the 
best breakfast in town — three 
eggs, bacon or ham, potatoes, 
toast and coffee for 99 cents. A 
few doors away is the waterfront 
dive called the Hi-Tide Lounge 
with its slim clientele of aging 
stevedores and miscellaneous 
women. For fresh bread in the 
morning or a slice of pastry-like 
pizza, there’s Drago Bakery on 
North Street. Next door, the 
Fleet Street fruit and vegetable 
store (‘“‘Purveyors to Restaurants 
and Ships”) where the produce, 
though more expensive than 
Haymarket, is unerringly good. 

Oh, there are minor draw- 
backs such as the cold storage 
warehouse across from my apart- 
ment from which emanates, on 
certain mornings, the fetid 
aroma of decaying lobster and 
clam shells. But even this is one 
of the small joys of living 
between the North End, where 
they’ll steal your bicycle, and the 
growing waterfront, where they'll 
steal your soul.

To Know About 


Tenants’ Rights 


But were afraid to ask your landlord 


By Kevin McAuliffe 

If you are now or have ever 
been a tenant, then in all 
probability you have had 
something to bitch about to your 
landlord. No lights, no heat, 
cockroaches, etc. Unless you 
have been extremely lucky, you 
have wondered, when not given 
prompt attention, just what 
rights you have. You should 
know those rights not written 
into your lease, where they came 
from and where to go to have 
them enforced. 

Enforcing your rights begins 
even before you move in, when 
you should inspect the apart- 
ment for structural problems, 
needed repairs and health 
violations. Make a list of 
everything the landlord agrees to 
fix and by what date. 

The landlord is responsible 
for: 


@ a non-leaking, properly- 
draining sink big enough to wash 
dishes in, one wall outlet and one 
electric light fixture in the 
kitchen; 

@ a non-leaky toilet, sink 
and bathtub or shower with tile 
or similar substance up to 4 feet 
high; 

@a hot water heater 
providing at least 120 degrees 
and running even while other 
apartments are using it (if the 
lease says that the tenant 
provides hot water, the landlord 
must provide the means); 

@ 68 degrees of heat between 
7 a.m. and 11 p.m. and 65 
degrees overnight, September 15 
to June 15, with heating equip- 
ment in good condition and 
space heaters properly vented; 

@ two separate electrical 
outlets, or outlet plus fixture in 
every room except kitchen and 
bathroom, plus fixtures in the 
laundry, pantry, hallway, 
stairway, closet and storage area, 
plus no temporary wiring nor 
wiring under rugs or through 
doorways; 

@ ventilation for 15 changes 
of air per hour in the kitchen, 12 
in the bathroom, 10 elsewhere; 

@ two safety exits; 

@ exterminating rats and 
roaches when they’re found in 
more than one apartment, or 
where improper maintenance is 
at fault; 

@ floors, walls, ceilings and a 
roof free of holes, cracks or 
bulges; water-tight foundations, 


doors and windows; stable stair- 
cases with handrail; porches 
with a railing; no lead paint in- 
side or outside. 

If the landlord fails to come 
through, it is time to turn him or 
her in and to organize. Make 
your own list of housing code 
violations, preferably with 
witnesses present. (It helps to 
collect roaches you catch, bottle 
any sink sludge, etc.) Notify 
your city’s housing inspection 
agency (for structural problems, 
try the building inspector). 
Notify the landlord that you are 
reporting the conditions by cer- 
tified mail, return-receipt re- 
quested, and keep a copy of the 
letter for yourself. 

The housing inspector must 
make a written report on his ex- 
amination. Get his name when 
he comes and get a copy of his 
report within seven days — 
you’re entitled to it. Send the 
landlord a copy, though he may 
get.one anyhow. 

If the inspector fails to verify 
the danger of the situation, you 
can appeal to the head of the 
agency or file criminal charges in 
local court. 

Try and get the inspector to 
report that the conditions en- 
danger your health, safety or 
well-being. If so, you have the 
needed premise to withhold your 
rent or deduct repair expenses. A 
Cambridge family stopped pay- 
ing their rent after their ceiling 
fell in in August, 1973 and won 
their case after six months. The 
landlord can be fined if he 
doesn’t fix conditions as ordered, 
usually within 15 or 30 days. Or 
you can sue. 

If the housing inspector does 
not certify, do two things: pay up 
all back rent first (in court you 
must prove you were not delin- 


' quent) and send the landlord 


written notice of the violations 
(certified mail, return receipt 
requested). Have proof ready for 
an eviction — photos, witnesses, 
signed affidavits — and keep 
requesting the housing inspector 
to certify. 

The court, even in upholding 
you, may order you to pay some 
back rent, but, according to the 
recent decision Hemingway uv. 
BHA, it is supposed to reduce 
the amount of “fair value”’ rent 
per the seriousness of the viola- 
tion. 

Since October, 1972 tenants in 
the Commonwealth have had the 
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48” wide x 66” high x 12” deep

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more difficult option of diverting 
rent money to repairs and deduc- 
ting it up to two months in any 
12-month period. For this, the 
inspector must certify your 
claimed violations. The landlord 
has ten days after receiving the 
inspector’s report to start repairs 
and up to 21 to “substantially 
complete” them. If he doesn’t, 
you can repair it yourself, deduc- 
ting costs and a reasonable 
amount for labor. 

Your landlord must sue you for 
the money. Theoretically, he 
may not even raise the rent to get 
back the repair monhey you 
deduct, though preventing him 
from doing so is best ac- 
complished in a rent-controlled 
city. You can treat the lease as 
broken and move “within a 
reasonable time” rather than 
make the repairs. And if you’re 
prepared to prove it in court, you 
can continue withholding rent 
beyond two months without cer- 
tification from the inspector. In 
this kind of case, the court may 
order, as with rent-withholding, 
some rebate. 

In addition, the Lock law 
(a/k/a “The Boston Strangler” 
law) requires a lock on every out- 
side door and a self-closing 
automatic-lock door with buzzer 
in the foyer of every apartment 
building of four or more units. 
Chapter 778 of the housing code, 
effective last December, allows 
fines ranging from $25 to $300 for 
a cut-off of utilities, janitorial or 
other basic services not part of 
repairs. Landlords are liable for 
injuries stemming from defects 
that existed when the tenant 
moved in and which they agreed 
to repair. Absentee landlords not 
posting their name, address and 
phone in a conspicuous place on 
the premises can be fined up to 
$50. 

The ultimate weapon remains 
a rent strike. Obviously, all 
tenants should be organized and 
have a lawyer for that contingen- 
cy. They should also check with 
the local assessor’s office to 
determine other properties the 
landlord owns. 

The other side of the coin is 
eviction. First, the landlord 
must send you a written “notice 
to quit,”’ which is not an eviction 
notice but a warning that he 
wants to end your tenancy. If you 
haven’t paid your rent, he must 
give you 14 days’ notice before he 
can start proceedings. If you are 
a tenant at will — i.e., you have 
no written lease — you can pay 
within five.days unless it’s the 
second notice within a year. 

If the.eviction is for some other 
reason, notice must come one 
full rental payment ahead of 
time or 30 days before, 
whichever is more. Then he’ll ob- 
tain a “summary process writ” 
against you with a “return date” 
on it. If you pay up four days 
before that plus court costs of 
about ten dollars, then you’re all 
right — if you have a lease. 

Any attempt to evict a tenant 
without these steps is an illegal 
“self-help eviction.” And for any 
eviction within six months of 
your reporting a violation, the 
burden of proof is on the 
landlord to prove the eviction 
isn’t retaliatory and therefore il- 
legal. Landlords are liable for 
damages in such cases. 

Other tenant issues include: 

@ Security — No more than 
two months’ security is legal, 
and it must be refunded (minus 
damages caused by you and your 


guests not constituting “wear 
and tear’’) within 30 days, or you 
can collect double damages. For 
each year the security was held, 
you are entitled to five percent 
interest. Make sure your security 
is not listed as a “bonus.” If your 
landlord sells the building, the 
new owner owes you. 

@ Late rent fees — They’re 


illegal unless the rent is 30 or. 


more days overdue. 

@ Tax escalator clauses — If 
your lease says your rent goes up 
when the property tax does, it 
has been governed by these 
qualifiers: it must state the 
tenant’s exact percentage of tax 
owed, certify that such is his or 
her exact share of the property 
and pledge any refund to be 
divided up among the tenants. If 
your tax escalator clause doesn’t 
include those statements, don’t 
pay it. It’s illegal. 

@ Refused rent increases — 
Demand that the landlord give 
notice of an increase a month in 
advance, though it’s not re- 
quired. If vou can’t pay an in- 
crease or need time, refuse to pay 
it; pay your old rent while evic- 
tion begins. At the end of that 
process, you can offer to sign a 
new lease at the higher rate. 

@ No children — ~ Such 
clauses are now. illegal. Report 
them to the Massachusetts Com- 
mission Against Discrimination. 

@ Unrelated inhabitants — 
Watch out. This “L & L” 
(“Lewd & Lascivious”) invasion 
of privacy can be used to bust 
communes if someone is intent 
on doing so. Each city in the area 
limits at four unrelated people 
living together in a dwelling, ex- 
cept Cambridge’s, where the 
number is three. (Brookline tried 
to make it two, but was shot 
down in court.) These clauses are 
rarely enforced, but tenant 
organizers say they’ve been 
threatened with it. 

The housing law applies to all 
Commonwealth cities above 
50,000 (Newton, Chelsea, 
Arlington, Everett, Waltham 
and Quincy qualify but do not 
have it) and covers all housing 
except coops, public housing, 
two-three apartments with a 
resident landlord and some lux- 
uries. The new law rolled back 
rents to the levels prevailing six 
months before its adoption and 
regulates rent hikes by requiring 
approval. It also restricts evic- 
tion to 10 areas: nonpayment of 
rent, breach of lease, being a 
nuisance to other tenants, using 
the dwelling for illegal purposes 
(to bootleg, run numbers, etc.), 
refusal to let the landlord enter 
to repair, inspect or show the 
apartment, an unapproved sub- 
let, demolition or ‘‘other just 
cause.” 

Besides the Rent Control of- 
fices in each city hall, tenants 
needing help can get it from the 
Brookline Tenants Union, 81 
Winchester St. (734-9580), Cam- 
bridge Tenants Organizing Com- 
mittee, 595 Mass. Ave. (354- 
2064), Urban Planning Aid at 
639 Mass. Ave. in Cambridge 
and the Somerville Tenants 
Union, 16 Union Sq. (666-2400). 
Boston has neighborhood City 
Halls and various neighborhood 
tenant organizations. 

Boston also has its unique 
Housing Court, two years old 
this August, and features a 24- 
hour hotline (742-5022) for ins- 
tant resolution of complaints or 
information. The hotline handles 
60 to 70 complaints a week.

Some of the best buys in the 
Boston area can be found at the 
post office’s dead parcel auctions 
held in the basement of the South 
Postal Annex at 25 Dorchester 
Ave., behind South Station. 

As a rule, there are three auc- 
tions a year, but the number 
varies depending on the material 
that accumulates. Bidders are 
given a catalog and are urged to 


inspect items when they go on 
display between 10 and 2, the day 
before the auction. Most of the 
items are unclaimed freight, some 
of which may be damaged. 

The next auction will be held 
sometime in October. If you're in- 
terested, you can call 223-7827 
for the date, or you can request 
the post office to mail you a card 
with the date of the auction.

Different Strokes...

Finding a place to live is dif- 
ficult enough. Finding a home 
for yourself and an animal friend 
may seem impossible, but apart- 
ment buildings which allow pets 
do exist, and apartment dwellers 
interested in creature comforts 
have found them. Take Ann Her- 
zog, for example. She lives with 
a parakeet and three dogs — two 
poodles and a peekapoo (part 
Pekinese, part poodle) — in an 
elegantly furnished, Maurice 
Gordon-owned apartment in 
Brookline. The three dogs — 
Damnit Kelly Did It, Little Miss 
Muffet and Porgy — bark inter- 
mittently in a painfully loud 
chorus, play-fornicate with each 
other and chase a very beat ten- 
nis ball around two imported 
porcelain elephants and the legs 
of a nicely polished baby grand, 
while WCRB-FM murmurs 
refinement in, the background. 
All the dogs’ names but one seem 
explicable, and Ms. Herzog is 
happy to explain: 

“Do you remember Pat Collins 
who did the show for WBZ? She 
was my roommate, and she’s 
Irish. When we got Kelly, she in- 
sisted that he was not going to be 
named Foo-foo or Fifi or Pierre or 
anything; he was going to have 
an Irish name. We went through 
Harrigan and O’Rourke and all 
those kinds of things. Then she 
decided that his name was going 
to be Kelly. 

“During the housebreaking bit 
he would go into her bedroom 
and wee-wee on her rug. She 
would constantly walk into her 
room and find he’d done 
something on her rug and she’d 
say, ‘Damn it, Kelly did it!’ 
That’s it. That’s what he is. 

“The Animal Rescue League 
and any of those organizations 
have dog training courses for ten 
dollars over a six-week period. 
They train the dog to obey all the 
commands and let them know — 
just like a child — that you’re 
the boss. They appreciate that, 
just like a child. If you were 
totally undisciplined as a kid, 
then you wouldn’t appreciate 
your behavioral instincts now. If 
they’re uncontrollable, you can’t 
love them, you can’t give them 
affection, you can’t hold them in 
your lap and cuddle them. 
They’re happier being con- 
trolled. 

“TI would say I have a great 
deal more sensitivity toward my 
fellow human beings having liv- 
ed with animals. You learn, I 
think, a great deal about the 
nature of mankind because dogs 
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you want to put it in technical 
terms. You learn to tolerate what 
inefficiencies they may have in 
terms of intelligence and their 
inability, obviously, to com- 
municate directly with us. Dogs 
are so compassionate, so un- 
derstanding. If you have 
something that you’re hard- 
pressed to say to someone, you 
can talk to them. I may sound 
like — people say I’m a dog nut. 
Well, I’m a dog nut.” 

Brian Gove prefers the com- 
pany of more unusual animals. 
He lives on the top floor of a 
Dorchester apartment building 
with two pythons, an iguana, 
three amoeba lizards, a Cuban 
chameleon, a gekko, seven 
turtles and two cats. 

“T’ve been very lucky in hav- 
ing a very liberal mother as far as 
animals are concerned. She’s 


@ never stopped me from bringing 


anything into the house. I think 
she was really the saddest one 
when my first iguana died. I had 
him in South Carolina for three 
years. It was four feet long, and 
he was really a beautiful lizard. 
He had a real good disposition. 
My mother was very fond of him. 

“While I was down visiting 
some friends, he knocked the 
electric heater over and got 
third-degree burns over most of 
his body. I kept him alive for 
three months with daily, hourly 
care. I pumped orange juice into 
him and kept him covered with 
bandages. I did everything. But 
his head was burned, and one of 
his eyes got scabbed. I thought it 
was clean, but it had an infection 
inside and finally killed him. I 
was very sad. My mother was 
overwrought when it happened. 

“Reptiles do have maternal in- 
stincts. Even the males have 
some sort of protective instinct. I 
don’t know if it’s communicated 
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Brian and Jocko: A Boy and the 
Python Who Loved Him 


from one snake to another or if 
it’s just a big brother type at- 
titude, but they do have that. 

“With my snakes — I’ve got a 
brother and a sister snake — 
when I put Jocko in the cage, he 
noticed Lady and he licked her 
all over with his tongue and then 
coiled over her. He sleeps that 
way all the time. They’re always 
tail to tail, head to head, sleep- 
ing. I have a feeling that they 
really do know each other and 
are happier together than apart. 
When Lady had a mouth infec- 
tion, just seeing Jocko eat every 
time I put food in the cage got 
her over her sickness much 
quicker. She got stimulated by 
watching him eat. 

“There’s something about a 
dog lapping up dog food. It’s not

too interesting to watch him eat, 
but a snake, catching and eating 
his food without any problem at 
all, without spilling a drop of 
blood — it’s really amazing. 
They’ll size up their prey by lick- 
ing it or by looking at it from 
both ends, first of all to decide if 
they can handle it. If it’s a rabbit 
they look at it a long time; if it’s 
a rat they look at it a very short 
time because it’s obvious that 
they can swallow it. Then they'll 
grab it as close to the head as 
possible to prevent bites and 
throw a couple of coils around it. 
Every time the animal breathes 
in, they just hold it. Then, when 
the rat stops trying to breathe, 
stops kicking, they just drop it 
and turn around. Then they'll fit 
it in their mouth, starting with 
the smallest point. They very 
rarely make a mistake on this. 
All their teeth are pointed 
backward like rakes so that they 
hold the animal well. He can’t go 
anywhere but down. It’s not dis- 
gusting; it’s very beautiful. If 
you look at the way we eat, we 
have to butcher something and 
chop it all to pieces and cook it 
and everything else. With Jocko 
it’s a neat little package. It goes 
down in five minutes and it’s 
gone. There’s no blood, you 
know. There’s nothing at all. It 
just goes down. 

“People love different things. 
Some people love money; some 
people love cars. But I like 
snakes. I don’t really know why I 
like them. It’s kind of hard to ex- 
plain because I never really 
analyzed it. I’ve just kind of 
accepted it as something that’s a 
part of me. I like to listen to good 
music, and I like to look at 
snakes, but I don’t try to sit 
down and analyze. I wish I 
could, sometimes, because 
maybe then I could talk myself 
out of it. Sometimes, it’s a real 
problem.” ¥ 

Martha Parks shares her half 
of a house in Framingham with 
tropical fish, turtles and a 
parakeet. 

“People ask, ‘How can you say 
turtles have personalities?’ But 
they really do, you know. My 
turtles’ personalities are all very, 
very different. I had the others 
and I went over to Boston Pet 
and saw this one, Fred, and he 
was very sick. He had 
pneumonia. He lived in the 
bathroom. on Glenville Avenue in 
Allston for three days with a 
humidifier. I had a vaporizer, I 
made a tent, I steamed him with 
Vicks VapoRub. Now he’s much 
mellower than the other ones, 
probably from being handled so 
much. I think he really realized 
that he would have died. 

“Turtles often get pneumonia 
from being generally run down, 
from not being fed properly and 
getting cold. Sometimes, they 
get fungal infections from people 
not keeping their tanks clean.« 
That is really so nasty. 

‘*A lot of people say, you know, 
‘Oh well, my turtle’s sick. I don’t 
know what’s the matter with it.’ 
You try to give people good ad- 
vice, if nothing else, from your 
own experience. People just 
don’t want to hear it. ‘Who 
cares, it’s just a turtle.’ I want to 
say, ‘Listen, don’t tell me that 
when I’ve sat up three nights 
with a turtle so he wouldn’t die! 
Make sure they get this 
medicine!’ 

“TI had three turtles, and I 
learned the hard way about how 
to take care of them. They died 
only through my own ignorance. 
I didn’t know how to properly 


-feed them. My advice to anyone 


would be: ‘don’t buy turtle food!’ 
That’s about the biggest rip-off. 





It has no nutritional value. It’s 
garbage. I feed them freeze-dried 
brine shrimp that’s almost 51 
percent protein. But this isn’t 
their whole diet. They eat gold- 
fish very rapidly. Everybody 
says, ‘Oh God, how can you feed 
them live food like that?’ But oh, 
they love it. Somebody told me 
that when they get bigger, they 
like live food. So one night I 
brought home some goldfish. Oh 
ho, the goldfish didn’t stay 
around too long. 


Martha and Buddy: Turtle Wax- 
ing 

“The turtles are really nice, 
but they’re so different from the 
bird. He responds so much to 
any kind of attention that you 
give him. If you were to come 
into this room, and you didn’t 
open the cage door and let him 
out, he would make such a stink. 
He would sit in his cage, he 
would screech at you, he would 
take those bells and bang them 
against the side of his cage. Real- 
ly, he’d make his presence 
known like, ‘I know you’re home. 
Why aren’t you letting me out!’ 

“Russell was a very excep- 
tional bird from the first day I 
got him. The guy that used to br- 
ing the birds in the store told me 
that every once in a while, 
special birds they catch are 
much milder than the others. So 
I got Russell. He was seven 
weeks old. He’d just been taken 
out of the nest that morning. He 
knew no fear of people. He 
wasn’t the kind of bird that you 
put your hand in the cage and he 
freaks out. He never did that. He 
sat on your hand. 

“TI was going to call him 
William at first, but that’s my 
father’s name, and I didn’t think 
my father would appreciate hav- 
ing a bird named after him. 
There’s a guy who comes into the 
store where I work, he’s maybe in 
his fifties, and he’s a really nice 
man. I don’t know, I just felt like 
this bird needed a nice name, so 
I gave him his name, Russell. 

“TI was thinking just the other 
day, what a beautiful day it was, 
how nice it would be to just take 
Russell outside and see what he 
would do. If he wanted to stay 
then he would stay and if he 
wanted to go then he would just 
fly away ... A lot of times, 
though, when you take an 
animal like him outside they just 
get so bewildered by the whole 
thing that they completely lose 
." 

In addition to several tankfuls 
of large, gleaming fish, Michael 
Fremer’s Cambridge apartment 
is home to Beeper, a baby 
coatimundi which is a 
diminutive member of the rac- 
coon family. Beeper comes com- 
plete with prehensile tail, 
rubbery snout, pointy teeth and 
active little claws whose marks 
can be found on Michael’s arms, 
neck and face. 

“About two years ago, I woke 
up one morning and said to 
myself, ‘I must have a parrot.’ 
So I went to a pet store called 
Birdland and inside one of the 
cages was a little coatimundi. I 
said, ‘What the hell is that?’ And 








the guy says, ‘That’s a 
coatimundi, cute little thing, 
huh?’ 

“ ‘Make a good pet? 

“*Yeah, it’s a great pet. I'll 
show you.’ 

“So he stuck his hand in, and 
the coatimundi bit his finger off. 
I decided then that I wanted to 
have one. But it’s not the kind of 
thing that you just go out and 
buy. So I went to the zoo and 
spoke to the coatimundi keeper. 

“He said, ‘If I were you, I 
wouldn’t get one as a pet. 
They're very difficult to take 
care of. They have a tendency to 
get vicious. Some remain friend- 
ly, some get vicious, and they’re 
very destructive. Your chances of 
having luck with them are 60/40 
against.’ I said, “You take care of 
them at the zoo?’ He said, 
*Yeah.’ I said, ‘Do you have any 
at home?’ He said, ‘Yeah, I’ve 
got a whole bunch of them.’ I 
said, ‘Well, then why are you 
telling me not to have one?’ He 
said, ‘I don’t think it makes a 
good pet for people that don’t 
really know.’ I said, ‘In regards 
to that aspect, I’m one of those 
people who can have things that 
other people can’t have. I have a 
close rapport with animals.’ So I 
went back to Bob’s Birdland. 

“I think animals are keenly 
emotive, unrestrained by 
ridiculous notions such as 
thought and language. That’s 
why the coatimundi and I get 
along so well. We have com- 
munication on a very pure level. 
When I say ‘Deet-deet-deet,’ I’m 
trying to say that I really like 
him. It’s an endearing sound. He 
shows how he loves me, too. He 
bites the shit out me. He likes to 
be with me all the time; he likes 
to sleep on me. He nestles his 
head under my chin, and he puts 
his body on my body, and he 
sighs and his heart beats against 
mine. It’s really dramatic. 

“T never had a brother. So this 
is my chance to have a brother. 
No, of course he’s not my best

friend. That’s the most 
ridiculous thing I’ve ever heard. 
All this reasoning is ridiculous. I 
got the fucking animal because I 
liked it. I’ve had dogs, and I 
don’t want another dog. I like 
having an animal that you have 
to work with and be conscious of. 
It’s a challenge, and it’s the kind 
of animal that has a certdin 
relationship that you don’t have 
with a dog. This animal doesn’t 
kiss your ass like a dog does. He 
bites or scratches your ass. He 
cries when I’m not there. If I put 
him in the car and walk away 
into the store or something, he 
cries until I get back. 

“The general public should 
not have a coatimundi because 
most people can’t even have a 
dog right. So they definitely 
shouldn’t have a coatimundi 
because it requires constant 
attention. You know what kind 
of people have pets like this? The 
weirdos, the freaks, the sad peo- 
ple in life. The kind of people 
that are so paranoid they think 
everybody’s looking at them, and 
if they have something people 
will look at them for, they won’t 
have to feel paranoid.”

Where it’s at: 


LOWER LEVEL e HARVARD SQ. 
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He calls it Early American 
College and for many Boston 
students and recent graduates, it 
is the solution to the problem of 
furnishing their apartments. 

Jim Major, a 24-year-old 
masters candidate at Boston 
University’s School of Social 
Work, and his wife Valerie, a BU 
administrative assistant, have fur- 
nished most of their one-bedroom 
apartment with pieces salvaged 
from the street, purchased from 
Morgan Memorial and flea 
markets or made at home. 

They once found a fine rocking 
chair on the street in Brookline 
and took it home, repainted it and 
put in a new bottom: They also 
found a chair with a leather seat 
and back and a base of woven 
wood. Besides Brookline, a good 
place to scavenge is Beacon Hill, 
according to the Majors. The ideal 
time to look for discarded fur- 
niture is the Labor Day weekend 
when many leases end or during 
May and June when the colleges 
recess. But whenever and 
wherever you are, keep your 
eyes open and you can find nice 


items. 

At Morgan Memorial, they 
bought a three-by-five foot oak 
desk for $15, stripped off the old 
wax and refinished it. A $12 mat- 
tress from the thrift store became 
a sofa by folding it in three parts 
and roping it together. Major also 
found an old desk top in an alley, 
pulled the legs off, stripped the 
paint, put on legs and screwed in 
hooks to hang pots, thus creating 
a counter top for the kitchen. 

Some people salvage, and their 
furniture looks ratty, Major said. 
The secret is to refinish the pieces 
that require it. You don’t need a 
great deal of woodworking ex- 
perience to redo furniture, he 
said. Plenty of books such as 
Nomadic Furniture are available. 

Major uses linseed oil on his 
woodwork because it “brings out 
a very mellow, soft, yellow color,” 
the natural color of the wood. One 
disadvantage, however, is that 
once a year the finish must be re- 
sanded to remove the dirt that's 
collected on the surface. Another 
application of linseed oil is then 
necessary. 








Sick of spending one evening a 
week listening to a horde of 
washing machines and a row of 
dryers? Several laundry and dry 
cleaning companies in the 
Greater Boston area will pick up 
your dirty duds and clean and 
return them to you. 

One such firm is the National 
Laundry and Dry Cleaning Com- 
pany at 1208 Dorchester Ave. The 
company has regular weekly and 
twice weekly pick-up and delivery 
service in Boston and the suburbs 
and has stores at which laundry 
can be dropped off, according to 
the manager. Those who go to the 
stores get a ten percent discount. 

The company offers a damp 
service (seven pounds for $2.55, 
23¢ a pound additional), an 
economy service, primarily for flat 
work with sheets cleaned and 
ironed and clothes washed, dried 
and folded (four pounds for $2.69, 
40¢ a pound additional) and a 
shirt service in which shirts are 
cleaned, pressed and starched 
(three shirts for $1.49, 41¢ each 
additional shirt). 

Another company is the 
Clearwater Fabric Care Service at 
120 Amory Street, Jamaica Plain. 
They pick up and deliver in 
Boston proper and west and 
south of Boston. The company 
only does a finished family bundle 
and some hand and custom work.

Up Against 
The Wall, 
Pieter Breughel 


De gustibus non disputandum est

“Now,” she said, “I’m going to 
show you something in 
teresting.”” Mrs. Henning pulled 
back the big print racks until she 
came to the Breughels. The 
Breughels, you understand, are 
filed under the surrealists which 
are filed next door to the 
Bostonia collection which is in a 
far-off corner of the Harvard 
Coop’s print department. Mrs. 
Henning watches over her brood 
like a grandmother in a kitchen 
clucking over the candied yams. 
Nothing escapes her. 

“Do you notice anything un- 
usual about this picture?” she 
asked. The picture was called 
‘“‘The Wedding Feast’’ by 
Breughel the Elder and as far as 
I could see, there was nothing 
unusual about it except that the 
faces looked red and unhealthy. 

“Well, if you look down there 
at the bottom,” she answered, 
pointing her finger to a small 
table laden with drink in the 
right hand corner of the picture; 
‘you'll see there’s an extra foot 
in there. See, the man at the 
large table is leaning over on one 


foot, and there’s the other one 
standing up behind it. There’s 
an extra foot in there. Art circles 
have argued for years over the 
meaning of it but they’ve never 
come up with anything.” 

Before going any further, let’s 
get a few definitions out of the 
way: 

Graphic arts are works that 
have been printed either by the 
artist or under the artist’s super- 
vision, usually in a limited edi- 
tion and usually signed. They 
can be called original prints or 
multiples, terms which can be 
flung about at will. Included in 
this category are woodcuts, 
lithographs, etchings, linocuts 
and silkscreens. A Bogey movie 
poster does not a graphic make. 

Print reproductions are what 
they say they are, mechanically 
reproduced copies of anything. 
The artist has nothing to do with 
it. Usually the prints you buy of 
famous paintings are reproduc- 
tions in unlimited quantities and 
are not’ signed by the artist 
because he tends to be deceased.

depending on the species and 
their sexual inclination. As 
Dudley says, the roach that es- 
capes you in May could result in 
500 by September. 

After the female drops the 
eggs, they hatch within hours. 
After that, the roach is on his 
own. White and ugly when he’s 
born, he changes to brown and 
ugly in a few hours. 

A newborn roach can live 
about one week without food. An 
adult roach can go a lot longer. 
One South American variety liv- 
ed for seven and a half months 
without food. Of course, he 
drank a lot of water. 

All of which is child’s play 
compared to the Supella 
Supellectilium. This little devil, 
known as the brown-banded 
roach, started out in East Africa, 
moved to Cuba, split for Florida 
and finally ended up in New 
York City where he lives comfor- 
tably in everybody’s TV set. 

Commonly referred to as the 
TV roach, he hangs around your 
tubes and transistors, surviving 
on the glue and insulation. He 
doesn’t come out to check on 
your pantry or to inspect your 
groceries. In fact, he doesn’t 
need you at all. He metabolizes 
his water from the paste. 

Back on the roach patrol, the 
laugher from the top floor has 
come down to the first floor to 
watch, hoping to pick up a few 
pointers. Dudley’s still busy 
repeating his ritual, spraying the 
cracks and crevices. 

The laugher speaks: “‘We used 
to use an old remedy to get rid of 
roaches — sugar, lye and a little 
boraxo. It helped a little.” 

The laugher has had a mul- 
titude of bad luck recently. The 
other day, he said, he was down 
in Roxbury and had $50 lifted. 

“IT got rock ’n’ rolled,” he said 
woefully. 

“What do you mean, rock ’n’ 
rolled?” 

“You know, pick pocketed. 
What happens is that one of ’em 
walks right next to you,” and 
here he pulled me next to him, 
“then the other one walks behind 
you. The first one falls down in 
front of you, and while you’re 
fallin’ over, the one in back takes 
your money because, you know, 
your wallet’s stickin’ right out 
then because you’re bent over 
the first one.” 

He stopped to think for a 
minute, and I watched an im- 
aginary $50 fly out of his back 
pocket on greasy gossamer 
wings.

clusively European graphic ar- 
tists, but have now drifted back 
to the Americans. They handle 
one or two local artists but 
haven’t gone into Bostonians in a 
big way, primarily because the 
public doesn’t relate to un- 
knowns. 

Prices vary, depending on the 
artist. A print by a local artist 
might cost only $25, while a print 
by Miro might cost as much as 
$1500. On the average, though, 
most graphics cost between $100 
and $300, and that does not in- 
clude framing. 

The Print Shop in Harvard 
Square does not deal in originals 
at all. They deal in print 
reproductions, and they’ve gone 
into exhibition posters in a big 
way, trying to steer between 
serious art and trash posters. 
They described themselves as 
middle-of-the-road. 

When they started this place 
six years ago, they decided they 
wanted a store that sold good 
looking prints at reasonable 
prices. They also decided they 
wanted few rules and a relaxed 
atmosphere. They got it. Bare 


are about as pervasive as the 
bugs themselves. If it isn’t sugar, 
lye and boraxo, it’s something 
else. 

For instance, in Louisiana a 
cockroach tea is given as a 
remedy for tetanus (lockjaw). A 
mush of boiled cockroaches 
plastered on the wound is also 
used. Cockroaches fried in garlic 
and oil is thought to be a cure for 
indigestion. 

In Jamaica the Indians drink 
a mixture of cockroach ashes to 
cure disease. They also apply 
cockroaches mashed with sugar 
to ulcers on the body as first aid. 

If roaches run around your 
house in psychotic frenzy, a 
Louisiana proverb goes, a storm 
is on the way. When it comes to 
moisture, the little creatures are 
like a barometer — they never 
miss a drop. 

Dudley is finished with the 
apartments and is standing out 
in front of his Datsun, loading 
his supplies into the back of the 
truck. He’s heading off to do 
another building. 

“Do roaches bite? Sure they 
bite,” he said, answering my 
paranoid question. “They’re not 
harmful, though. The ones that 
really hurt are the ants. Ever 
been bit by a carpenter ant?” 

When I asked him about home 
remedies, Dudley sort of shook 
his head. 

“Most of the commercial stuff 
is the same thing that I use. But 
by law, it isn’t as strong a solu- 
tion. The commercial remedies 
will work just as well as mine, 
and all they have to do is follow 
directions. 

“We used to use a powder, my 
father did, but then it took him a 
whole day to apply it. We used to 
charge five dollars for that, but 
not many people could afford it. 
That was half a week’s pay in 
those days.” 

Dudley and I shook hands,and 
he got into his truck. 

“You know,” he said, “95 per- 
cent of the work I do is killing 
roaches. Even the termite guys 
spend most of their time killing 
roaches. You don’t find many 
bed bugs or anything else, just 
roaches. But the funny thing is, 
you didn’t see any roaches in 
there, did you? I can go a whole 
day, sometimes, without seeing a 
roach.” 

Well, all I know is that the 
roaches are up to something. If 
Dudley hasn’t seen them, then I 
want to know where they are and 
what they’re doing. 

Come out, you little brown 
meanies. I know you’re still 
there, cackling over my 
margarine, I know you're still 
there, creeping underneath the 
linoleum.

The lowdown on high rises

In the 1970s condominium liv- 
ing — buying part of a building 
but jointly owning “common 
areas” like halls, land and pools 
— has emerged as a housing 
alternative for many Americans. 

National statistics tell the 
story. In 1971 condominiums 
represented 16 percent of 
America’s housing construction. 
By 1973 the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment reported condominium 
building comprised 25 percent of 
all the multi-family units in this 
country. Now, federal statistics 
point toward the possibility of 
half of the U.S. population 
residing in condominiums before 
the end of the century. 

Despite this expected growth, 
some potential condo buyers 
have been scared away by stcries 
of great rip-offs down in Florida. 
Reports of shoddy ‘construction 
and lease loopholes giving 
developers control over certain 
areas such as swimming pools 
have been surfacing of late. 

The panic, but not the 
problems, has spread north. 
Massachusetts consumer agen- 
cies report no complaints, but 


the man in the street fears the 
present absence of legal controls 
and reads about insolvent 
developers, rise in maintenance 
fees and unfair pricing. 

Because of shortages of land, 
material and money, buying a 
condominium may be your only 
alternative. A stop to suburban 
sprawl, an end to each family on 
a two by four lot and the begin- 
ning of a financial investment, 
not to mention wall-to-wall 
carpeting, air-conditioning and 
access to pools, tennis and 
saunas? 


If you are interested in a con- 
dominium, remember that there 
are two kinds in the Boston area 
— new ones (mostly high rises in 
the city and townhouses in the 
country) and conversions (apart- 
ment buildings legally changed 
to condominium units). 


In either case, you’d do well to 
check out: 


@ The developer — What 
work has he completed? How 
about its quality? Are his buyers 
content? 

@ The unit — Look at 
storage space, insulation and 


soundproofing. In a high rise 
building, how many elevators are 
there? In a conversion, has the 
electrical and plumbing system 
been overhauled? What is the 
cost per square foot? Is it 
reasonable for its location? (One 
waterfront condominium, for ex- 
ample, sells for almost $80 per 
square foot, the highest in 
Boston for its area.) 

@ The lease — What 
amenities do you get? Is parking 
included or extra? Some city 
conversions have no swimming 
pool but offer a prime location. 
Suburban townhouses offer 
space for a growing family plus 
recreational facilities. What 
other features are included? One 
national building company un- 
dercuts its competitors because 
its packaged price does not in- 
clude an air-conditioner, washer, 
dryer or refrigerator. 

@ The maintenance fee — 
Remember that the $30-$200 fee 
which pays for the care of “com- 
mon areas”’ is also subject to in- 
flation. 

@ The location — How easy 
will it be to sell your unit in five 
years? What will attract a future 
buyer?

Who inhabits Boston’s 
high-priced condominiums? 

Someone like Roland 
Koelsh, for example, who sits 
in his balcony, a happy man. 
The phone rings. He answers 
it without moving. A ticker- 
tape machine clicks inside. 
Koelsch is at work as a com- 
modity broker, at work in his 
condominium at Lewis 
Wharf. 

“It’s unusual to work out of 
your house in Boston. But 
this is the best possible situa- 
tion. For 25 years I fought the 


Southeast Expressway. 
Now,” he smiles, “I get the 
sun all day.” 


Koelsch lives in a water- 
front unit with granite ex- 
terior and a yellow, pine- 
beamed ceiling. It’s a two- 
bedroom unit with one 
‘bedroom used as his office. 
His secretary usually sits near 
the kitchen. Foil wallpaper in 
different geometric designs 
decorates the kitchen and 
bedroom walls. 

Neither a co-op nor an 
apartment can give Koelsch 
the financial savings he en- 
joys. With a co-op he would 
have to assume financial 
responsiblity for any vacancy, 
but his condominium is “‘pro- 
rated” — Koelsch pays only 
his share no matter how many 
vacancies exist. With an 
apartment he could not 
reclaim any of his rent, but at 
Lewis Wharf he receives the 
tax benefits of a single-family 
homeowner like deduction of 





yearly interest, mortgage in- 
terest and real estate taxes 
from his taxable income. 
“The maintenance fee is 
high,” he said, “but it is 
worth it being in Boston.”

ceilings, beautiful moldings 
and large rooms which made 
its New York City namesake 
famous. 

Mason is a Cambridge 
businessman. Minky does in- 
terior decorating. She design- 
ed the canopy over the double 
bed in the master bedroom 
and the workshop in the base- 
ment. 

A New Yorker for six years, 
she likes Boston (“It’s an easy 
city to get around”).
